5.  Although  greater  than  the  total  of  459  for  the  previous  year,  the  incidence 
o  IS  fom  of  disease  cam  still  be  regarded  as  moderate.  Measles  which  v/as 
prevalent  in  the  St.  Geirman^  and  Mskeard  Rural  Districts,  and  in  Salt  ash  Bbrough 
was  responsible  for  the  great  bulk  of  the  notifications  received.  There  v/as  a 
sma^  outbreak  of  Some  dy^ntery  in  the  Torpoint  Urban  District  tov/ards  the  end 
ot  the  ye^.  This  is  a  mild  form  of  dysenteiy  characterised  by  abdominal  pain 
and  diarrhoea.  Because  the  disease  is  mild  it  is  likeOy  that  many  cases  do  not 
seek  medical  advice  ^  treatment,  and  are  not  aware  that  they  may  be  sources  of 
^edbion  to  others  in  the  home,  at  school,  or  at  their  place  of  work.  Attention 
o  personal  hygiene  with  special  emphasis  on  washing  of  hands  after  visiting  the 
toilet  would  do  much  to  limit  the  spread  of  this  disease. 
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Qf  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases  there  was  one  case  of  nenineitis 
and  two  cases  of  encephalitis  the  latter  occurring  as  complications  of 

^luenza,  and  of  G-erman  measles  There  were  no  deaths  from  notifiable  disease 
during  1963, 

.  ^  to  be  able  to  report  a  fall  in  the  prevalance  of  tuberculosis 

during  the  year  when  11  cases  in  all  were  notified.  This  is  a  considerable 

total  of  28  cases  j,  and  it  is.  in  fact  the  lov/est  incidence 
recorded  in  the  Health  Area  in  the  sixteen  years  I  have  been  working  in  th^ 
part  01  uomwall.  Of  the  11  new  cases,  5  were  non-re ^iratoiy  infections  a 
rather  higher  proportion  than  one  expects  for  this  form  of  the  disease,  which 
also  unusually  affected  more  females  than  males  in  the  ratio  of  7  to  4,  The 
trend  in  recent  years  for  nev?  tuberculous  infections  to  be  found  in  that  section 
01  the  f)opulation  aged  4-5  years  and  upv/ards  v^ras  not  so  noticeable  in  I963 

3  ^  of  the  11  ne\/  infections  were  found  in  the  43**^'4-  year  age  group* 
hilst  is  is  encouraging  to  be  able  to  report  this  fall  in  nevr  infections  I  an 
sure  that  \ve  cannot  jump  to  any  hasty  conclusion  that  tuberculosis  as  a  disease 

IS  seething  which  v^e  can  cease  to  worry  about.  Looking  bock  over  the  incidence 
in  the  past  sixteen  years  one  is  reminded  of  the  fact  that  a  year  of  lav/ 
morbidity  such  as  we  experienced  in  I963,  con,  for  no  apparent  reason,  be  followed 
^  incre^e  in  the  amount  of  tuberciiLous  infection  coming  to  li^t.  I  do  feel 
that  the  incidence  will  in  feature  years  fall  away  to  lower  levels,  but  this 
aecline  will  not  be  rapid  or  spectacular,  and  may  well  be  interrupted  fran  time 
ime  by  tempor^  upward  trends  in  the  prevalence  of  this  disease.  During  the 
y  ar  one  death  only  was  attributed  to  tuberculosis  0  The  ease  involved  was  a  77 
year  old  man  in  whom  I  feel  certain  heart  disease  played  a  very  large 
contributory  part,  ^ 

^  An  increasing  amount  of  the  time  and  resources  of  welfare  seiwices  and 
social  agencies  is  novyadays  directed  to  the  core  of  elderly  people.  It  is 
knovm  that  ^  increasing  proportion  of  the  community  is  composed  of  people  aged 
j  years  and  over,  but  it  is  only  when  a  census  is  taken  that  the  opportunity 
to  prec^ely  measure  this  figure  presents  itself.  The  detailed  findings  of  the 
census  taken  towards  the  end  of  April  I96I  are  now  to  hand,  and  can  be  compared 
with  corresponding  figures  for  the  1951  census.  As  far  as  persons  aged  65  years 
•  over  are  concerned  the  number  in  the  six  County  Districts  in  the  Health  Area 
increased  from  7,339  in  I95I  to  7,982  in  I96I,  If  these  totals  are  viewed  in 
tneir  relation  to  the  total  population  it  emerges  that  whereas  in  I95I  elderly 

13*9%  of  the  population,  this  proportion  had  risen  to  l6.4^  by  11961, 
Ihis  fading  gives  emphasis  to  the  needto  rndae  special  provision  in  various 
Sections  for  the  care  and  welfare  of  the  older  section  of  the  community  - 
j^ether  by  way  of  specially  designed  dwellings  where  they  can  continue  to  live 
happy  independent  lives,  or  by  provision  of  more  places  in  homes  for  those  no 
longer  able  to  care  adequately  for  themselves,  by  organisation  of  ancillary 
services  such  as  meals  on  wheels,  chiropody,  home  visiting,  and  the  formation  of 
local  committees  and  organisations  to  meet  and  serve  the  special  needs  of  old 
people.  All  these ^ special  provisions  have  been  and  are  being  made  in  this  Health 
^a  and  plans  to  increase  and  broaden  their  scope  in  the  future  are  in  hand  at 
.  District  and  County  Council  level.  There  are  still  some  old  people,  who, 
^ying  imder  unsatisfactory  conditions,  resist  or  re ject efforts  to  niprove  .their 
but  these  are  in  the  minority,  .and  most  are  willing,  even  anxious  to  avail  ' 
themselves  of  help. 


With  very  few  exceptions,  the  population  in  south  east  Cornwall  is  nov/ 
very  we^  served  by  piped  v/ater  supplies  of  good  quality  .and  generally  adequate 
in  quantity.  Improvement  in  the  distribution  system  have  provided  more 
dependable  supplies  in  districts  which  heretofore  suffered  from  curtailment  of 
supplies  v^en  the  summer  influx  of  visitors  overtaxed  local  distribution  systems, 
ihe  stage  has  now  been  reached  when,  with  a  steadily  increasing  demand  for  wnter 

^  sources  are  being  used  to  the  liait,  and  further  inprovements 

and  extension  of  supplies  v/ill  depend  on  the  exploration  of  new  sources, 

Process  continues  to  be  made  in  providing  modern  methods  of  sev/erage 
^  sewage  disposal  pa^icularly  to  sane  of  the  larger  villages  and  hanlets  in 
n-nriv-o  Liskeard  Rural  Districts,  The  slow'-  progress  tov/ards  the  final 

approval  of  a  scneme  for  the  Borough  of  Liskeard  continued  but  I  feel  confident 

that  we  OTe  at  last  ^vithin  sight  of  actual  work  commencing  on  this  large  and 
important  project,  »  aiiu. 
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The  Urban  District  Council  ajt  Looe  is  again  examning  various  riethoda 
of  dealing  effectively  with  the  pollution  of  the  river  and  the  foreshore  by 
crude  sewage,  and  I  hope  that,  being  sojraxe  of  the  serious  and  thoroughly 
unsatisfactory  naturo  of  the  present  state  of  affairs,  the  Council  will  decide 
to  take  appropriate  measures  to  abate  this  long-standing  nuisance  in  the  not 
too  distant  fut-ure. 

With  higher  standards  of  living  there  has  been  a  gradual  increase  in  the 
volume  of  household  and  trade  refuse  which  has  to  be  collected  and  disposed 
of  ty  District  Councils,  It  is  in  the  latter  aspect  of  this  service  -  refuse 
disposal  -  that  problems  are  looming  ahead.  As  existing  tips  become  filled 
it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult,  even  in  li^tly  populated  parts  of  the 
Rural  Districts,  to  find  new  sites  suitable  for  refuse  disposal.  If  cca  adds 
to  this  a  more  critical  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  publiic  to  the  use  and 
control  of  refuse  tips,  the  difficulty  and  expense  of  aecurinfe  and  transporting 
suitable  covering  material  for  use  on  the  tip,  and  difficulties  in  obtaining 
sufficient  and  suitable  men  to  v/ork  at  this  not  very  pleasant  task, then 
something  of  the  nature  of  the  problem  nay  be  apprehended.  My  own  feeling  is 
that  at  present  we  are  not  spending  enougli  on  this  essential  service  to  mal:e 
it  a.s  efficient  and  free  of  nuisance  as  sometimes  happens  vAien  local  resources 
fail  to  measure  up  to  the  task  in  h?:\nd,  Iiadeed  there  may  be  some  case  for 
collaboration  between  neighbouring  County  Districtsparfcicularly  in  the  utilisation 
and  operation  of  refuse  tipping  sites.  Certainly,  if  and  v/hen  more  elaborate 
and  costly  methods  for  disposal  of  refuse  have  to  be  used  e,g,  the  coaposting 
system,  the  capital  cost  and  operational  costs  of  such  methods  are  likely  to 
be  too  hi^  for  a  single  District  Council  to  bear. 

With  the  gradual  growth  of  proper  methods  of  sewage  disposal  the  disposal 
of  sludge  from  sewage  treatment  works  is  showing  up  as  sonething  of  a  problem 
and  is  one  v/hich  is  bound  to  increase  as  new  schemes  are  completed,  and  the 
amount  of  sludge  to  be  disposed  of  increases.  This  material  although  of 
considerable  value  as  a  type  of  organic  fertiliser  to  landovmers,  is  not 
pleasant  to  handle  and  does  carry  with  it  sane  risk  of  introducing  disease  into 
land.  In  consequence  farmers  and  others  who  night  make  use  of  it  are  not  very 
keen  to  collect  and  use  it.  This  is  an  additional  reason  for  considering  the 
composting  system  v/hich,  by  using  certain  elements  of  household  refuse  together 
with  sewage  sludge,  can  produce  a  compost  v/hich  is  of  value  to  and  is  readily 
accepted  by  those  in  agriculture  and  horticulture. 

In  concluding  this  general  preface  I  should  like  to  express  to  Members 
and  Officers  of  all  the  District  Councils  in  No.  7.  Health  Area  my  gratitude 
for  the  help  and  understanding  I  have  received  from  them  during  the  year,

At  the  end  of  1963?  there  were  R6  known  cases  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  and  9  known  cases  of  non-respirat ory  tuberculosis 
resident  in  the  Rural  District . 


National  Assistance  Act.  19^8.  No  action  under  Section  47  'was  called 
for  during  1963. 

Water  Supply.  "  Apart  from  some  local  difficulties  in  the  south  eastern 
corner  of  the  Rural  District  and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Cargreen  the 
quality  and  quantity  of  water  supplied  by  the  East  Cornwall  Water 
Board  during  the  year  have  been  satisfactory. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  The  main  activity  in  this  field  of 
public  health  was  the  start  of  work  on  a  new  scheme  to  provide 
adequate  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  large  village  of  Landrake. 
This  will  deal  with  a  situation  which  has  for  many  years  been  most 
unsatisfactory,  and  has  been  a  frequent  source  of  complaint. 

Schemes  for  Harrowbarrow ,  Metherell,  Latchley  and  Chilsworthy 
have  been  approved  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  on  these  may  be 
commenced  in  1964.  Other  schemes  have  been  prepared  or  are  in  course 
of  preparation  for  St .Ann's  Chapel,  Albaston  and  Sheviock.

Housing .  As  in  the  years  immediately  preceding  I963,  the  principal 
concern  has  been  the  provision  of  dwellings  specially  designed  and 
constructed  to  meet  the  needs  of  elderly  people.  The  readiness  of 
older  people  to  secure  the  tenancies  of  these  purpose  built  bungalows 
and  flats  shows  that  they  are  meeting  a  real  need. 

Food.  A  reasonably  good  standard  of  hygiene  was  maintained  in 
premises  handling  food,  V/hatever  reservations  gourmets  and  fresh 
food  enthusiasts  may  have  about  frozen  foods  ,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
this  method  of  packaging  and  presenting  many  foods  does  ensure  that 
people  in  smaller  centres  of  population  have  a  more  varied  choice  of 
food  and  disatisfaction  and  financial  loss  due  to  spoilage  of 
perishable  items  is  eliminated. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  this 
field  of  the  Council's  activities,  and  it  is  very  pleasing  to  report 
that  the  long  outstanding  scheme  of  sewerage  for  Landrake  village 
has  been  approved  at  a  cost  of  £2^,706  and  at  the  years  end  many  of 
the  new  sewers  had  been  laid  and  the  construction  of  the  outfall 
works  was  vfell  in  hand.  It  is  anticipated,  however,  that  it  will  not 
be  until  the  end  of  September,  196^5  that  the  scheme  will  have  been 
completed  to  facilitate  the  abolition  of  the  objectionable  and 
unsatisfactory  sewage  disposal  system  that  has  existed  for  at  least 
eighty  years  .  The  village  V7ill  be  equipped  with  all  modern  services 
including  separate  surface  water  sewers  and  the  design  of  the  new 
works  makes  adequate  provision  for  any  reasonable  future  development. 

As  mentioned  last  year,  the  Parish  of  Calstock  is  the  major 
problem  and  in  this  instance  progress  has  been  somewhat  retarded  due 
to  the  difficulties  in  reaching  agreement  over  land  purchases  before 
the  schemes  could  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  for  approval.  Nevertheless,  the  Ministry  have  approved 
schemes  for  Harrowbarrow ,  Metherell,  Latchley  and  Chilsworthy,  and 
tenders  for  the  work  are  to  be  invited  in  the  new  year.  There  is 
little  doubt  that  all  four  v/ill  be  commenced  and  well  in  hand  by  the 
time  of  the  next  annual  report.  The  Engineers  have  also  prepared 
details  of  the  St.Ann^s  Chapel,  Albaston  scheme,  with  new  outfall 
works  at  Calstock,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Ministry  will  be  able  to 
hold  their  inquiry  soon,  although  at  the  moment  the  owner  of  land  at 
Lower  Kelly,  Calstock,  is  proving  difficult  with  the  sale  of  a  site 
required  for  a  small  pumping  station  and  until  agreement  can  be 
reached  on  this  point  nothing  more  can  be  done.  There  has  also  been 
a  delay  at  Gunnislake  where  planning  permission  has  been  granted  for 
the  development  of  a  site  for  JOO  holiday  chalets  although  up  to  the 
present  the  developers  have  made  no  definite  proposal  to  commence 
building,  with  the  result  that  the  Council  are  faced  with  the  problem 
of  either  proceeding  with  a  scheme  to  deal  with  the  present  population 
of  Gunnislake ,■ about  1,500,  or  the  possibility  of  this  being  increased 
by  a  further  1,500  if  the  holiday  village  materialises.  The  position 
at  the  moment,  therefore,  is  most  uncertain  although  it  is  hoped  that 
it  will  be  resolved  within  the  next  few  months. 

The  old  cast  iron  outfall  sewer  at  Downderry  referred  to  last 
year  is  still  in  commission  owing  to  opposition  received  from  various 
land  owners  through  vhiose  property  the  new  diversionary  sewer  is  to  be 
laid.  At  the  years  end,  however,  agreement  had  been  reached  and  a 
tender  was  with  the  Ministry  awaiting  approval.  It  can  be  safely 
anticipated  that  the  work  will  be  completed  before  the  summer  so  that 
the  old  pipeline  can  be  removed  and  the  new  one  provided  four  years 
ago  brought  into  full  commission. 

The  various  other  sea  outfalls  at  Kingsand,  Cawsand,  Portwrinkle 
and  Seaton,  have,  apart  from  normal  maintenance  required  after  winter 
storms,  functioned  satisfactorily  and  at  no  time  have  complaints  been 
received  as  to  beach  pollution  although  the  resorts  mentioned  have 
been  frequented  by  thousands  of  holiday  visitors. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  scheme  of  sewerage  for 
the  village  of  Sheviock  and  although  unnecessary  delays  have  been 
experienced  once  again  with  regard  to  the  purchase  of  land  for  the 
disposal  v/orks  ,  it  is  now  anticipated  that  construction  works  will 
commence  next  year. 
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The  Council's  cesspool  machine  has  been  very  active  in 
maintaining  the  numerous  sewage  disposal  systems  in  the  district  as 
v/ell  as  many  private  septic  tank  plants  and  it  has  now  been  decided 
to  employ  an  additional  driver  to  keep  the  vehicle  in  constant 
operation  which  has  obviously  become  necessary  with  the  increased 
demands  which  are  being  made  on  the  service.  Labour  difficulties  are 
fast  becoming  evident  however,  and  in  this  day  of  the  welfare  state 
it  would  appear  that  the  working  population  consider  it  beneath  their 
status  to  be  employed  upon  anything  connected  with  sewage  or  refuse 
disposal  and  the  result  of  this  is  that  up  to  the  present  no  suitable 
driver  can  be  found.  It  would  appear  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  local  authorities  will  be  forced  to  pay  higher  wages  to  attract 
the  right  type  of  man  into  their  employ  otherwise  there  will  be  a 
complete  breakdown  in  the  running  of  these  essential  services. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  bulk  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year  has  shown  d. 
considerable  increase  although  in  weight  the  reverse  is  the  situation 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  character  of  this  problem  has  completely 
changed  during  the  last  ten  years,  during  which  time 'household  goods 
and  foodstuffs  have  become  prepacked  before  delivery,  resulting  in  a 
residue  of  cardboard  boxes  and  paper  which  most  householders  seem 
reluctant  to  burn  and  prefer  to  be  cleared  as  refuse.  Consequently, 
the  Council's  two  vehicles  with  a  combined  capacity  of  27  cubic  yards 
are  most  times  full  and  yet  when  weighed  are  carrying  less  than 
2  tons  each.  Due  to  this,  frequent  trips  have  to  be  made  to  the 
disposal  points  resulting  in  unnecessary  expense  and  waste  of  time. 

The  Council  have  frequently  drawn  attention  to  this  matter  in  the 
press  and  to  the  public  but  with  little  or  no  response.  It  would 
appear,  therefore,  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  serious  consideration 
to  be  given  to  the  purchase  of  a  compression  type  vehicle  which  will 
in  one  load  take  the  equivalent  to  three  normal  loads  of  the  larger 
of  the  Council's  two  existing  lorries,  one  of  vfnich  is  due  to  be 
replaced  at  the  end  of  196^.  The  saving  in  time,  manpower  and  the 
ease  and  hygienic  m*ode  of  operation  will  prove  to  be  a  great 
advantage  over  the  obsolete  side  loading  vehicles  nov/  in  service  and 
which  do  not  meet  the  requirements  of  modern  society.  The  Council 
still  maintains  its  tips  at  Callington,  Drakewalls ,  Millbrook, 

St.John,  Tre'win  quay  and  St  .Germans  ,  and  generally  speaking  apart  from 
occasional  complaints  from  the  residents  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Drakewalls  and  Millbrook  tips  no  difficulty  is  experienced.  The  main 
trouble  with  the  sites  mentioned  occur  during  very  warm  dry  weather 
v/hen  fires  or  fly  infestations  are  most  likely  to  occur.  The 
advantages,  hov/ever ,  outweigh  any  criticisms  in  so  far  that  at 
Drakewalls  an  extremely  treacherous  mineshaft  v/ill  by  196??  have  been 
filled  in  and  at  Millbrook  an  area  of  some  17  acres  of  mud  in  the 
tidal  estuary  will  eventually  be  filled  and  become  a  most  attractive 
playing  field,  about  h  acres  having  already  been  reclaimed.  Similar 
procedures  apply  on  the  other  sites  more  particularly  at  St .Germans 
where  tipping  is  creating  a  service  road  to  the  Council's  sewage 
disposal  works . 

Covering  material  is  becoming  a  problem  and  it  is  rather 
unfortunate  that  in  the  Callington  area  there  is  far  more  than  is 
required  whereas  at  Millbrook  the  position  is  reversed,  transport 
charges  and  distances  making  it  quite  uneconomical  to  convey  the 
material  across  the  district.  Covering,  therefore,  for  Millbrook 
has  to  be  purchased  locally  and  the  high  standards  now  necessary  to 
satisfy  public  demand  will  mean  that  large  quantities  are  required  and 
the  ratepayers  must,  therefore,  realise  that  costs  will  increase  far 
in  excess  of  anything  previously  experienced  in  the  area. 
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V/ith  the  influx  of  the  holidaymakers  comes  the  litter  but  the 
Council  are  well  prepared  and  in  all  some  60  bins  in  addition  to  the 
normal  litter  type  baskets  are  sited  on  lay-byes  along  all  the 
prominent  highways  and  pleasure  spots  throughout  the  district.  These 
are  cleared  as  and  when  necessary  sometimes  as  frequently  as  three 
times  a  week.  Throughout  the  season  because  of  this  service  the 
litter  problem  was  kept  well  in  hand  and  presented  no  real  danger  to 
health  or  amenity. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES . 


Conveniences  are  provided  at  all  main  centres  of  population  in 
the  area,  10  for  each  of  the  sexes  but  unfortunately  a  small 
irresponsible  or  mental  minority  make  it  impossible  to  maintain  the 
structures  in  the  condition  in  which  ordinary  self  respecting  citizens 
would  expect  to  find  them.  All  too  frequently  windows  are  broken, 
doors  damaged,  coin  boxes  robbed,  toilet  rolls  and  holders  stolen 
and  wall  and  painted  surfaces  decorated  and  defaced  with  doubtful 
works  of  art  and  literature  so  that  officers  and  employees  who  are 
endeavouring  to  give  of  their  best  to  the  public  feel  that  their 
efforts  are  a  complete  waste  of  time.  All  too  often  the  culprits 
cannot  be  traced  and  when  they  are, a  petty  fine  is  imposed  which 
encourages  them  to  start  all  over  again.  Full  support  should  be 
given  to  the  police  and  magistrates  to  stamp  out  these  troublemakers 
by  imposing  the  heaviest  possible  penalties  and  until  this  is  done, 
the  public  have  to  be  constantly  humbugged  and  inconvenienced  by 
the  e  irresponsible  hooligans ,  who  appear  to  be  getting  worse  as  time 
passes  on. 


HOUSING , 


The  year  has  brought  further  strides  with  the  erection  of 
bungalows  and  flats  for  the  aged,  with  the  completion  of  four  flats 
each  at  St.John  and  Quethiock  and  the  two  bungalows  at  Urban  Terrace, 
Callington.  I'  addition  to  these, five  two-bedroom  houses  are  in 
course  of  construction  at  Newport,  Callington,  which  is  a 
redevlopment  scheme  on  the  former  Compton  Row  clearance  area  and  these 
are  to  be  followed  with  tv/enty  four  more  houses  and  bungalows  at 
Antony,  Land rake ,  Callington,  Kingsand  and  Urakewalls .  The  Council 
now  have  632  houses  and  bungalows  in  occupation  with  additional 
dwellings  under  construction  to  v/hich  must  be  added  9  properties  I'iiich 
will  be  included  in  clearance  area  redevelopment  schemes  at  a  later 
date.  Encouragement  has  been  given  to  private  enterprise  and  a 


further  3^^-  dwellings  have  been  erected  with  33  under  construction, 
and  as  in  previous  years  the  higher  percentage  of  these  has  been  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  area.  In  a  large  number  of  instances  the  ■ 
Council  have  fostered,  house  ownership  by  advancing  mortgages  on 
^  suitable  properties. 


Housing  improvements  under  the  discretionary  and  standard  grant 
schemes  progressed  steadily  throughout  the  year  and  some  very 
commendable  works  of  improvement  were  completed.  Altogether  25” 
standard  and  7  discretionary  grants  were  approved,  and  the  amount  of 
grant  aid  paid  during  the  year  was  £3 ^50h  10.  -d  for  discretionary 
and  £1  ,900  19*  7d  for  standard  grants,  giving  a  total  of  £9,k05  9*  ^ 

an  increase  of  about  on  last  year.  The  administration  of  the 
schemes  is  not  always  so  easy  and  straightforward  as  might  be 
expected,  and  is  very  often  further  complicated  by  the  reluctance  of 
a  number  of  applicants  to  present  properly  prepared  applications  and 
final  claims  for  payment. 

Experience  of  the  schemes,  especially  with  the  standard  grant, 
would  suggest  that  the  administration  of  the  latter  would  be  improved 
if  the  method  of  calculating  the  amount  of  grant  were  by  addition  of 
specified  amounts  up  to  a  maximum  limit,  rather  than  by  deducting 
specified  amounts  from  a  maximum  figure.  In  this  way,  a  fairer  and 
more  realistic  cost  is  likely  to  result . 
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Routine  housing  inspections  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
the  general  housing  situation  was  constantly  reviewed.  Eleven 
properties  were  closed  and  three  others  demolished  as  a  result  of 
formal  action  under  the  Housing  Acts,  whilst  a  further  25  properties 
were  considered, 

liEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Reference  was  made  in  last  year's  report  to  the  falling  off  of 
the  number  of  lamb  killed  for  the  London  market  but  this  year  the 
figures  have  once  again  increased  and  the  total  number  of  animals 
killed  and  carcases  inspected  at  the  two  slaughterhouses  at  Kelly  Bray 
and  Tideford  rose  to  6,113  for  the  year  as  set  out  in  the  table 
appended  hereunder  s-

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  both  slaughterhouses  was  generally 
maintained  particularly  with  the  one  at  Tideford.  At  Kelly  Bray  it 
was  found  necessary  to  call  an  operator’s  attention  to  minor  lapses 
although  most  times  this  was  due  to  staffing  difficulties,  the  owner 
being  always  willing  to  afford  co-operation.  With  the  increased 
slaughtering  it  has  become  apparent  that  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal 
works  at  Callington  is  suffering  due  to  blood  and  other  \mste  products 
reaching  the  works  and  interfering  with  its  efficient  operation.  It 
is  too  early  at  the  moment  to  say  what  the  rerndey  will  be  but  the 
Council  might  well  have  to  consider  making  a  substantial  charge  for 
dealing  with  this  trade  effluent  to  meet  heavy  future  maintenance 
costs  , 


Shop  and  other  food  premises  have  been  inspected  as  regularly  as 
possible  and  the  general  high  standard  is  being  well  maintained  in  the 
district .  Shop  premises  themselves  are  being  automatically  improved 
by  the  introduction  of  refrigerated  display  and  deep  freeze  cabinets 
and  shopkeeper  and  customer  alike  are  becoming  more  conscious  of  the 
need  for  well-lit,  clean,  tidy  and  attractively  arranged  premises. 

Once  again  assistance  has  been  given  to  Saltash  Borough  Council 
when  their  Public  Health  Inspector  has  been  on  his  annual  leave, 

CAIiPING  SITES  AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS  o 

The  popularity  of  the  rural  district  as  a  holiday  centre  is 
evinced  by  the  large  numbers  of  visitors  during  the  summer  months,  who 
have  fully  patronised  all  the  camping  sites  in  the  area.  This  has 
enabled  the  proprietors  to  further  improve  the  amenities  offered  and 
there  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  attention  given  to  the 
appearance  and  attractiveness  of  most  sites  .  The  standard  conditions 
laid  down  by  the  Council  are  accepted  as  the  essentials  to  the 
establishment  of  successful  sites  and  this  realisation  has  resulted  in 
a  beneficial  competition  among  proprietors  to  maintain  a  high  standard, 
combined  with  attractive  surroundings  and  comfort. 

Although  most  of  the  established  sites  in  the  district  have 
seasonal  restrictions  the  ever  increasing  popularity  of  this  type  of 
accommodation  is  tending  to  result  in  more  applications  for  conversion 
to  permanent  all  year  round  occupation,  and  this  trend  will  have  to  be 
accepted.'  The  thriving  building  industry,  with  its  call  for  mobility 
of  labour,  is,  and  can  be,  well  served  by  this  form  of  accommodation, 
and  the  permanent  camping  site  can  do  much  to  ease  the  still  present 
housing  problem, 

13  licences  for  individual  caravans  were  issued  during  the  year. 
The  standard  throughout  the  district  has  been  well  maintained  and  this 
has  been  reflected  by  the  fact  that  no  complaints  of  substance  have 
been  received. 
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LIFE  SAVING  ON  HOLIDAY  BEACHES o 


Once  again  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  report  a  fatality  free 
season  all  along  our  coastline. 

Life  saving  equipment  has  been  provided  at  all  strategic  points 
and  regular  inspection  and  maintenance  has  ensured  its  availability. 

The  ^'hitsand  Bay  Surf  Life  Saving  Club  has  effectively  guarded 
most  of  the  dhitsands  but ,  despite  all  efforts  ,  it  was  not  possible 
to  extend  this  type  of  cover  by  forming  ne^^T  Clubs.  As  can  be 
appreciated,  the  more  isolated  beaches  are  difficult  to  man, 
especially  on  a  voluntary  basis  ,  but  equipment  is  nevertheless 
provided  wherever  possible. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  nuisance  on  our  coastline  has  been  the 
fouling  of  the  foreshore  by  oil  pollution  and  unless  some  very 
effective  precautions  can  be  introduced  in  this  connection,  the 
effect  could  be  most  disastrous  to  the  prosperity  of  the  coastal 
areas  , 

GENExlAL . 

General  public  health  inspections  have  been  carried  out  as 
routine  and  there  is  little  of  extraordinary  importance  to  report. 

Inspections  under  the  Petroleum  Regulations  have  shovai  a  high 
standard  and  the  highly  competitive  nature  of  this  field  has  created 
an  ever  present  desire  to  improve  premises  still  further  to  attract 
the  customer. 

It  has  been  noticeable  over  the  last  few  years  that  the  variety 
and  extent  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  is  ever  on  the 
increase,  and  although,  materially,  of  an  apparently  non-productive 
nature,  the  important  responsibility  of  the  very  necessary  duties  that 
have  to  be  undertaken,  are  too  often  taken  for  granted.  Much  hard  work 
goes  unheard  of  and  unsung  in  the  daily  routine,  but  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  it  may  be  necessary  to  reappraise  the  position  in  the 
light  of  the  proper  and  full  execution  of  the  duties  associated  with 
the  department ,
